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I was going to try to Ms via the Echo satellite when it came over 
recently, but at the last moment I completely forgot about it, I dontt 
have very high hopes but I can't lose anything by trying. A 100kw sig~ 
nal scattered randomly from the transmitter can't possibly deliver much 
Signal stregth to Echo I, except-when atmospheric conditions concentrate 
the signal toward Echo. Then too, when the signal is reflected from the: 
balloon it is again scattered randomly #/¢f/ toward the earth and space, 
But the metoet trails reflect signals of often very low transmitted pow- 
er, and received back on earth,often with very good strength fér as Long 
it lasts. I don't know the comparative reflecting capabilities of Echo 
and of meteoric ionized trails, but that and the coparable altitudes 
are the only two things that determine whether passive bdlloon satell- 
ites are good DX satellites for the common home receiver, Scientists 
use narrow beam transmitter antennas to concéntrate the signal toward 
the satellite, but TV and FM stations do not. Then again the balloon is 
constantly moving, but this might produce a new novelty in Ms-type DX-- 
the seemingly moving stations. That is, each succeeding station will be 
in a direct line with the preceeding and succeeding stations received, 

The preceeding statements are mine, sometimes based on fact but in 
part pure conjecture. I hone I'm correct but I don’t always guarantee it 

I guess the first TV satellite goes up soon, but I don't know how 
much trans-oceanic TV will be transmitted, Initially I should think all 
transmissions will be experimentall, but the FCC has said regular, comm- 
ercial trans-Atlantic TV will be in overation in 1963, AT&T's TV sat- 
ellite "Telstar" will be launched in May, the first step toward worldTV, 

A letter arrived from Dennis Smith recently. He says F2 skip had an 
average MUF of 20me until April 15th when it suddenly shot up to 35mc, 
the 10-11 meter amateur and citizents bands were alive as well as the 
35me paging stations from all over Florida on both 35me frequencies, On 
April 16th paging stations were much waeker. I'm surprised they'd come 
in at all this late in the season! April 20th brought some Es and Den- 
nis suspects this may have a bearing on the F2 skip, or vice versa, 

Roger Bunney in England has sent some more information about TV ov-~ 
er there, They're talking about pay-TV but so far just talking. The May 
issue of "Wireless World" gives a survey of TV in Britain today, The 
BBC has 28 transmitters covering 98,8% of the population;’the ITA has 
17 stations on the air with 5 more due this year in Wales, the Channel 
Islands and Northern Ireland. These 22 stations will cover about 95% of 
the population, The BBC has plans for 22 more stations to fill in the 
holes in their coverage and provide better reception for neighboring 
areas by 1964, The ITA has no long range definite plans because of the 
lines controversy and UHF, They're building a new 500 ft. tower to repl 
ace the 200 ft. tower at Croydon, serving London, A UHF antenna wll be 
added to the new tower, 

From "Broadcasting" magazine I have some miscellaneous information: 
Britain: the ITA claims a larger audience than the old BBC. 814% of the 

population has TV, 79% are converted to the ITA, and the ITA has 55% 

of the audience, The new ITA station in the Channel Islands will have 
a potential audience of 110,000. The BBC and ITA will experiment coop 
eratively in color TV on 625 lines, 

Canada: applications are in for channels 4 and 15 for educational use 
in Montreal, Programming to be 60% french and 30% English. 

Denmark: commercial TV predicted in 2=) years, Joining the Common Mar- 
ket will lower prices on German imports which are advertised on West 
German TV which is very popular in Denmark, As Denmark goes, So goes 
Scandinavia, They have an agreement to that effect, In several other 
areas of Europe, too, commercial border ‘stations are very popular,
